exciting and nerve-racking to do 
this job because of this, but I felt 
supported by the amazing team.’ 

Amusingly, as Wakefield is so 
used to doing drama - she’s well 
known for her role as Mary Boleyn 
in Wolf Hall - and ensuring she is 
very invested within the scene and 
the time period, her biggest 
challenge with Bounty Hunters was 
that she found filming hilarious. ‘If 
there is a line that undercuts the 
drama and is very funny in the 
middle of it, which there are 
several in this show,’ she points 
out, ‘it is just so 
difficult not to 
laugh!’ 

In the 
show she 
plays a real 



wild child, who has been travelling 
all over the world. And from the 
enthusiasm and bubbly nature of 
Wakefield throughout our chat, I feel 
that there may be some innate 
similarities between her own 
character and the one she plays. 

But having just been in the 
National Geographic’s first scripted 
series, Genius , it’s clear that it’s 
important to Wakefield to be a part 
of projects that are different and that 
are progressing the art of drama in 
different mediums. It is perhaps for 
this reason that she is known for her 
forays into period dramas, as well 
as her work on stage. 

Wakefield tells me how she 
found it special to be working with 
the real 14th century setting 
when filming Wolf Hall , lit 
by candlelight, as it made 
her feel entirely a part of 
the past and the events that 
happened. It’s clear that 
n authenticity is something 
m she prides herself on in 
w acting. ‘You feel that the 
J scenes are alive,’ she says. 

‘I think Hilary Mantel’s 
writing was all about 
immersing yourself in the past, so I 
felt we were doing a good job.’ 

She oozes enthusiasm when it 
comes to trialling different types of 
theatre and arts. In a completely 
different vein to period drama, she 
tells me how she loved working 
with Wesley Snipes as a martial 
arts and fight coordinator. ‘I loved 
being allowed to throw myself into 
stunts for The Player, which was an 
action thriller,’ she says. ‘I had to 
do a lot of training and got to jump 
off buildings and precision drive. 
You learn something from every 
person that you are exposed to in 
this industry.’ 

For Wakefield, one of the 
most rewarding elements of 
working on Bounty Hunters 
has been working with the 
king of improv, Jack 
Whitehall, and learning 
from him. ‘It’s great to 
see him bring his 
ideas to fruition, it 
was fascinating for 
me,’ she says. ‘The 



way he bounces off other people 
and the way he brings his work to 
broadcasters is very clever.’ 

She goes on to tell me how as 
an actor you learn things from 
fellow actors on a human level and 
she is using these life experiences 
and gathering of stories to put 
together her own work now too, 
and will be directing her first short 
film in January as well as having 
produced a feature this year. 

‘Everything adds to the boiling 
pot,’ says Wakefield. ‘Relationships 
are crucial and I’m always 
watching out for people to put in 
my little black book too. I’ve got a 
whole host of ideas that I’m 
working on, it’s just about finding 
the time as acting is still my focus.’ 

She strikes me as someone who 
thrives off a challenge and I wonder 
if comedy for Wakefield is more of 
a challenge than drama. ‘It’s very 
different, just as film and theatre are 
different technically,’ she says. 

T love doing both, but I do find 
comedy challenging, particularly 
with improvisation. I think 
comedians are amazing and you will 
often find that the best comedians 
are the best dramatic actors too.’ 

So does Wakefield get to spend 
any time at home in south east 
London outside of her busy 
schedule? ‘I spend a lot of time 
finding new parks and I love 
Greenwich, the pubs by the Thames 
are just lovely,’ she says. ‘And I 
absolutely love Peckham - it has 
become the coolest place ever. I 
used to have a little vintage shop in 
Nunhead so I will always be very 
interested in what is going on there. 

I have a friend called Tracey 
Cahoon who had a really brilliant 
hairdressers at the back of our shop 
and she is opening her new shop in 
Peckham Levels, which is exciting.’ 

It’s clear that she has a lot more 
to give and I for one am particularly 
excited to see this new side of her in 
Bounty Hunters. But what’s next for 
her? ‘I just want to keep on 
exploring and pushing these 
different boundaries,’ she smiles. D

ExCel is weird, have you been? From the outside 
it’s an exhibition space that could be anywhere in the 
world (ie feels a lot like Birmingham), but don’t let 
that put you off.

I f your idea of a Christmas 
outing is a spot of carol 
singing, with maybe a mince 
pie and some mulled wine 
afterwards, think again as historic 
properties, art galleries, parks and 
venues across south east London are 
coming up with ever more inventive 
ways to entertain us during the 
festive season. From Moomin- 
themed happenings in Dulwich and 
magical winter walks in Eltham, to 
giant snowdomes on the South 
Bank and whole ‘pop-up festive 


towns’ on Clapham Common over 
in the west, this Christmas is the 
time for something different. 

This year’s wackiest offering 
probably has to be dinner in a giant 
snowdome on the South Bank. The 
Lodge on the River is a pop-up two 
storey wooden ski cabin by the 
Royal Festival Hall created by south

gardens and conservatory. If you 
want an antidote to the winter cold 
you can visit their tropical 
Butterfly House, which is open 
right through until February.

rigmarole of a Christmas 
Pudding. This is a very simple 
dessert to make, but relies 
heavily on quality ingredients. 

The better the croissants, the better 
the pudding. The croissants should 
be a day or two old. This gives them 
time to dry out a little, which gives 
the pudding a better texture. 

I have flavoured my pudding 
with orange, vanilla and brandy, 
but you could certainly add some 
mixed spice if you like the 
traditional Christmas pudding 
flavours. Baking it in a bain-marie 
may seem a bit of a faff, but it’s 
essential for a perfectly cooked 
pudding. Place your bread & butter 
pudding into a roasting dish and 
pour enough boiling water to come 
just over half way up the side. 

To make the vanilla custard 
bring 500 ml of milk to the boil. 
Whisk six egg yolks with 75 g of 
caster sugar, 50 g of cornflour, 50 ml 
of cold milk and the seeds from 
one vanilla pod. Pour the hot milk 
onto the yolks and whisk until 
smooth. Pour into a sauce pan and 
cook, over a medium heat for about 
five minutes, stirring continuously 
until the custard thickens.

CROISSANT, BRANDY & RAISIN BREAD & 
BUTTER PUDDING WITH VANILLA CUSTARD 


• Serves: 8 

• Preparation time: 30 minutes 

• Cooking time: 45 minutes 

Ingredients 

• 8 all butter croissants 

• 450ml milk 

• 450ml double cream 

• 1 vanilla pod - cut in half 
lengthwise and scrape 
out the seeds 

• 4 eggs 

• 125g caster sugar 

• Cup of raisins soaked in brandy 

• 1 orange - juice & zest 

• 25g soft brown sugar 


Method 

1 Pre-heat the oven to 140°C. 

2 Heat the milk and cream with the 
orange zest and the vanilla seeds. 

3 Whisk the eggs with the sugar and the 
orange juice. Whisk in the hot milk and 
cream to make a custard. 

4 Cut the croissants in half lengthwise.

W hen reviewing a 

restaurant, rarely are 
the toilets 
referenced, if at all. 
But Coal Rooms is not like any 
other restaurant. For a start it’s 
literally next door to Peckham Rye 
Station, which makes travelling 
this festive season minus the car 
very handy; then there’s the fact 
that it is housed within a long 
forgotten part of the station, which 
is Grade II listed no less. 

Which is why those 
aforementioned toilets impress so 
much. It’s actually an eerie 
experience stepping into them, as 
if you’ve just sauntered through a 
portal to a different age. The 
cubicles even boast health 
awareness messages from 
yesteryear. ‘The whole site itself 
has not been opened since the 
1930s, with the front element 
where our cafe/bar sits being used 
as a betting shop in the late 90s,’ 
says Coal Rooms’ co-founder, 
Richard Robinson. ‘During the 
restoration, the entrance to the 
toilets was fully bricked up and 
only after knocking through the 
wall from the main room did the 


team fully realise what was there. 
Although a lot of the original 
toilets were damaged, the architect 
painstakingly searched across the 
UK to find reclaimed pieces that 
matched the original features.’ 

Despite being new, Coal Rooms 
is also key to the beginning of 
Robinson’s business venture with 
Cemal Ezel. ‘Although Coal 
Rooms is our latest opening, it was 
actually the first site we secured 
the lease for back in 2014,’ he 
explains. Thanks to some false 
starts, however, their first opening 
was the Old Spike Roastery, also 
in Peckham, which had the unique 
ethos of employing homeless 
people to be the face of the cafe. 
‘Homelessness was - and still is - 
a growing issue here in the UK and 
we felt there was an opportunity to 
take a product that is consumed on 
a mass scale and deliver something 
that ticked the box on both quality 
and social impact. By training our 
beneficiaries to work in our cafe 
and our roastery, we were 
confident that the idea your daily 
cup of coffee could go some way 
to helping someone in need was 
something that would resonate.’ 



It certainly did: Old Spike 
Roastery soon evolved into Spike 
+ Earl, which opened in 
Camberwell. During that evolution, 
Coal Rooms continued to bum 
bright. ‘The location and historical 
aspects of the site were obviously 
the main draw when we first saw it 
on a cold autumn afternoon,’ 
Robinson recalls. ‘The restoration 
work had been carried out by 
Benedict O’Looney, a local and 
very passionate architect in 
Peckham, so most of the hard work 
had been done for us!’ 
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The result, today, is fabulous. 
From the bright cafe/bar, where 
they have an ‘honesty box’ for 
those in need of a quick coffee and 
dash for the train, walking past the 
on-site butchery and on to the busy 
dining area out back, there’s a 
really warm feel to everything. 

‘One of my favourite features is 
that there are four 
distinct areas that 
all offer different 
experiences,’ 

Robinson nods 
appreciatively. 

‘The front bar/cafe 
for a more casual 
environment, sitting at the kitchen 
counter to watch the chefs in 
action, or a more formal setting in 
the back dining room. We also 
have a new 12 seater private dining 
room opening. ’ 

The on-site butchery is a rarity 
for a restaurant and crucial to the 
Coal Rooms’ ethos. ‘As with every 


ingredient, we want to keep waste 
to an absolute minimum, and by 
butchering the meat ourselves, we 
can ensure we use every element 
of the animal and nothing goes to 
waste.’ The pork belly I sampled 
certainly suggests we, the diners, 
win too. My pescetarian wife 
enjoyed her crab shell curry, which 
shows that 
although this may 
be a meat lover’s 
paradise, there’s 
plenty else to 
enjoy. ‘Some of my 
favourite dishes on 
the menu are the 
non-meat options,’ Robinson 
insists, Tike the coal-roasted 
cauliflower and buttermilk fried 
mackerel, so we feel we have a 
good spread to keep everyone 
very happy.’ 

There will be plenty of 
Christmas cheer going round, with 
an indulgent Christmas Feasting

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CHRISTMAS SPIRIT 

Avoiding the worst sort of hangover.. Jake heed, the party season is coming 


f IH^HH is the season to be 
| jolly: that time of 
year has finally 
I arrived; festivities 
are upon us and everyone 
can let their hair down and 
enjoy themselves. Shots of 
tequila are being distributed 
around the room and by 9pm 
the company's social event 
of the year is starting to get 
out of control. Does this sound 
a little too familiar? Here's 
how to ensure that your 
Christmas party is memorable, 
for all the right reasons. 

The Christmas party is a 
minefield for most employers; 
often more fraught than fun. 
Wherever and whenever the 
event takes place it's still an 
extension of the working 
environment and normal 
office rules continue to apply, 
(much to the amazement of 
many employees). 


Unruly behaviour is 
surprisingly prevalent, and 
more employees are being 
disciplined or sacked for 
behaving inappropriately. 
Alcohol consumption needs 
to be monitored; all too often 
intoxicated employees 
become uninhibited and 
once tongues are loosened 
by drink, offensive remarks or 
threatening behaviour can 
rear their ugly heads, each of 
which could lead to an 
employer being liable for not 
providing adequate 
protection for an employee. 

Especially topical of course 
in 2017 are sexual harassment 
and assault which are rightly 
achieving considerable media 
attention. Employers have a 
duty to safeguard staff welfare 
and they remain largely 
responsible for their employees' 
actions at a workplace event. 


Guidelines should therefore be 
put in place, prior to the 
Christmas party, setting 
boundaries as to what is 
acceptable behaviour, and 
gently but clearly reminding 
staff that misconduct before, 
at or after the party will result in 
disciplinary action. 

Employers should consider 
sending a memorandum to 
all staff explaining that whilst 
you want them to have a 
great time, the party is a 
work-related activity and as 
such, disciplinary action will 
be taken against those that 
do not maintain appropriate 
standards of behaviour. It is 
also worth updating staff on 
their equality obligations, to 
ensure they understand what 
could constitute harassment. 

It may feel somewhat 
Scrooge-like to send a set of 
'instructions' before the event. 



but by reiterating what 
behaviour will not be 
tolerated, employers will find it 
easier to discipline employees 
who behave inappropriately. 
Employers who do receive 
complaints after the party 
should take them seriously, 
and investigate any complaint 
under the grievance procedure 
and/or disciplinary policy, Q

food back at the resort.

Buy thoughtful gifts for 
each other 

You may have given each other the 
greatest gift of all but, amidst all 
the transition, a thoughtful gift can 
go a long way to telling each other,

Most new mums would appreciate 
something personal rather than 
practical - to remind her she’s still 
her. Cashmere socks. Nice 
skincare. The New Mum’s 
Notebook (journal companion to 
the first year).

Blackheath High School reaches new heights at its Topping Out Ceremony

O n Tuesday 3 October, 
Blackheath High 
School and the Girls’ 
Day School Trust 
(GDST) took to the roof of their 
new Senior School building to 
celebrate a significant milestone in 
its multi-million pound 
redevelopment, with a traditional 
‘Topping Out’ ceremony. 

The school has been part of 
Blackheath’s community since 
1880 and the Senior School moved 
to its current site in Vanbrugh Park 
in 1994 . The redevelopment builds 
on the school’s long tradition of 
providing inspirational learning 
spaces that promote reflection, 
scholarship and socialisation. The 
‘Topping Out’ ceremony marks the 
highest point of the construction, 
which began in 2014 . 

Phase 1 of the project, which was 
completed in July 2016 , focused on 
the school’s Sixth Form Centre; 
designed to inspire a mature, pre¬ 
university atmosphere. The second 
stage of this cutting-edge 
construction comprises a new art/DT 
and music wing, a three storey main 


entrance building, an exhibition 
space, a library that will be sunk 
into a new lower ground floor, a 
courtyard providing additional social 
space, enlarged sports storage and 
changing facilities, a fitness suite 
and an enlarged dining area. The 
centre piece feature of the new build 
will be a stunning Nathaniel 
Westlake stained glass installation 
originally from Mary Datchelor 
School in Camberwell. 

Head Carol Chandler-Thompson 
says: ‘I have had the pleasure of 
being involved in planning, 
implementation and now execution 
of an inspirational redevelopment 
that will utterly transform the school. 
The stunning architectural design 
makes the most of our footprint in a 
beautiful location by creating a 
stunning library at lower ground 
floor level, thereby freeing up green 
space at the heart of the school. The 
design links up all of our buildings, 
bringing us even closer as a 
community and introducing 
innovative and creative spaces for 
the benefit of students.’ 

Students marked the occasion 



by writing inspirational messages 
on a steel beam, which was later 
lowered into the building, marking 
a major milestone in the 
construction process. 

GDST Chairman, Juliet 
Humphries, adds: ‘This 
redevelopment means that 
Blackheath High School is set to 
have some of the best facilities of 
any senior school in the country, let 
alone London. It’s an incredibly 
exciting investment by the GDST 
and represents real transformational 
change. I’m proud to have an 
innovative school like Blackheath 
High within the GDST.’ Q

This man was desperate, and after speaking to the 
Citizens Advice Bureau, had no other option but 
to take two buses before, what he referred to, as his 
“walk of shame” into the foodbank just so he could 
feed his family! 

This man is a true example as to why foodbanks are 
so necessary. I had the privilege to drive him home 
and learned so much about him. An educated fellow 
with an MBA and with a winner’s attitude and always 
smiling, despite his sad position. He knows he will be 
fine and that his trips to the foodbank are short term.
